‘DARREN FARM HAS 
POTENTIAL... BUT 

QUESTIONS REMAIN’ 


T hank you to the developers for 
the recent public exhibition of 
proposals at Darren Farm and for 
putting the planning into the public 
domain. 

I was very grateful to have the opportunity to 
understand details of the proposed residential 
development. It’s pleasing to see a property 
developer working with the community to 
effectively aid the community and local authority in 
the use of their powers. 

As for the development, I think it can be very 
good as much thought has been given to a low 
density layout, the availability of open space; in 
particular, the landscaping and views. 

The B4270 Llantwit Major road currently carries 
a very high proportion of Cowbridge through 
traffic; the proposed link road will remove much of 
this. The design and location of the link road and 
the configuration of a chicane at its junction with 
the Llantwit Major road will further reduce traffic 
past Tyla Rhosyr and Bowman’s Well. 

However, my concerns are that there was 
uncertainty as to when the link road will be built;

chargeable. 

Now if we need a 
battery for any other 
possession such as 
torches, watches, radios, 
etc., you can get them 
just about anywhere 
within walking distance, 
but not hearing aids! 

One has to visit the 
hospital personally, or 
send a stamped 
addressed envelope to 
access further supplies. 
Why? 

I have enquired in 
chemists, doctors 
surgeries, health centres 
and, finally, to MP Alun 
Cairns about this. 

He helped by 
enquiring from Mark 
Drakeford, the Welsh 


Minister for Health, the 
reason for this. The 
reply came that: “The 
decision to close the 
centres and centralise 
the supply of batteries 
was made due to the 
difficulties in ensuring 
that all centres were 
adequately stocked with 
batteries to meet the 
increased demand”. 

It further states that if 
you cannot personally 
visit your hospital, you 
can make: “A request by 
telephone for a postal 
service. 

“The patient will not 
be expected to pay for 
postage - this cost will 
be met by the audiology 
department”. 

Apparently, this last 
statement is based on 
what happens at Heath 
Hospital in Cardiff, but 
is not so at The Princess 
of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend.

In October 2012, the 
court imposed a 
restraining order on 
Owen, banning him from 
contacting Miss Hurd in 
any way.

She was taken to 
Barry Hospital and later 
made a statement.

Mr Thomas, that the two 
had been drinking the 
night before, and Owen 
became very drunk. They 
returned to her home at 
Hayes Point, Sully, 
where she referred to an 
ex-girlfriend of the 
defendant’s: “That was 
the catalyst.” 

He swore at her, 
grabbed her by the hair, 
squeezed her face, put a 
thumb into an eye and 
grabbed her around the 
throat.

“It’s ridiculous. Not once 
did I hit her.” 

The judge told Mr 
Salman: “Your client is 
truly pathetic.”

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Mobile phones cost 
the council £70,000 


A FREEDOM of Information 
request by the Vale of Glamorgan 
Conservatives has found that the 
Vale Council pays for more than 
1,000 of its employees to have 
mobile phones for work use at a 
cost to the taxpayer of around 
£70,000 a year. 

The spending has been challenged by 
local Conservatives who have 
questioned its value for money. 

The FOI reveals that the council has 
1,085 mobile phone contracts for staff 
at an annual cost of approximately 
£68,500. 

A spokesperson for the Conservatives 
in the Vale Council said: “In light of the 


difficult financial circumstances faced 
by the Vale council and many other 
councils throughout Wales, it would be 
sensible for the Labour-led 
administration to look at reducing non- 
essential expenditure on things like 
staff mobile phones. 

“This is a significant sum of public 
money and you have to ask whether a 
thousand or more mobile phones are 
really necessary.” 

David Vining, the Vale CounciVs 
head of strategic ICT, explained: 
‘^Mobile phones are essential for 
frontline staff to do their jobs and 
mobile working enables many council 
officers to work more efficiently. The 
counciTs mobile phone contract is an 


example of how the Vale Council has 
significantly reduced costs through 
more effective procurement. 

‘‘The council currently has a mobile 
phone contract with 02 that was 
procured through a Government 
Procurement Services framework 
agreement. 

“This contract came into effect in 
2012113 and has reduced expenditure 
on staff mobile phones by over £120,000 
since then. 

“Under the terms of the current 
contract, the council spends less than 
£3 per month to service each handset/’ 
he pointed out.

This new building 
was funded with £33.3m 
of Welsh Government 
funding and will 
undoubtedly have a 
transformational impact 
on the educational 
opportunities of all the 
pupils in these new 
schools in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

Meeting the two 
headteachers, Chris 
Britten and Jonathan 
Hicks, provided a great 
opportunity to share with 
them the delight we saw 
in the pupils’ response to 
their fantastic new 
surroundings, equipment 
and facilities. 

I announced further 
substantial funding for 
our 21st century schools 
buildings programme in 
our Draft Budget debate 
on Tuesday, via a new 
source of funding we are 
developing using a non¬ 
profit distributing (NPD 
investment) model 
which is also being used 
to re-develop the 
Velindre Cancer Centre. 

The new investment 
will fund Band B of the 
21st century building 
programme following 


the current phase (Band 
A) which was boosted 
by £170m of innovative 
funding via our local 
government borrowing 
initiative earlier this 
year. 

Being in Government 
provides opportunities, 
as well as challenges and 
it requires us to make 
decisions which can 
make a difference, 
particularly to young 
people, so our 
commitments to 
protecting schools 
funding by 1 per cent 
above the Wales Budget 
overall is important - as 
is our commitment to 
maintain funding for the 
educational maintenance 
allowance (EMA) at £30 
a week for eligible 
students. 

We are also keeping 
our commitment in 
respect of university fees 
and keeping the most 
generous means-tested 
grant support system of 
any UK administration. 

Providing an extra 
£44m next year to 
increase the pupil 
deprivation grant (PDG) 
from £918 per eligible 
pupil (this year’s level) 
to £1,050 in 2015/16, 
and higher the following 
year, will help schools 
support the pupils who 
most need our help. 

This investment 
builds on our existing 
programme as a result of 
our Budget agreement 
with the Welsh Liberal 
Democrats and is an 


important response to 
our shared commitment 
to break the link 
between poverty and 
educational attainment. 

The PDG will also 
extend to the under-fives 
and our agreement with 
the Liberal Democrats 
includes establishing a 
new youth concessionary 
fare scheme for 16 and 
17-year-olds, starting in 
September 2015. 

I have met many 
employers and young 
people in the Vale of 
Glamorgan who have 
benefited from our Jobs 
Growth Wales 
programme for 16 - 25- 
year-olds and this will 
continue to be supported 
by the Welsh 
Government and the 
European Social Fund in 
next year’s Budget. 

So the priorities for 
next year’s Budget 
debated this week in the 
Senedd are clear. Young 
people are at the 
forefront of our spending 
plans, alongside more 
support for our Welsh 
NHS, with a £225m 
boost in 2015/16 and a 
£200m uplift this year. 

We need to be clear, 
fair and decisive and we 
will take up new avenues 
for funding our capital 
programmes to build 
more schools like the 
Penarth Learning 
Community - Llantwit 
Major will be the next in 
line for this investment - 
with the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council.

Lottery boosts 
Vale by £3L8m 

NEW figures reveal that The National 
Lottery has provided £31.8 million for 
Vale projects since the first draw on 
November 19,1994. 

In the past two decades 1,372 grants were 
awarded to individuals and organisations. The 
largest grant totalled over £6.1 million to help 
restore Dyffryn Gardens in 1997 and 1999. 

The smallest grant was for £40 awarded in 2011 
to Barry Athletic Football Club mini section for 
coaching. Among the first National Lottery grants 
was £330,000 awarded in 1995 for the 
redevelopment of the Tythe Bam at St Donats Arts 
Centre. 

Other local Lottery-funded projects include over 
£1.1 million to repair and upgrade Penarth Pier in 
1996; then over £1.7 million towards the Penarth 
Pavilion Project in 2009; also over £887,000 in 2011 
to Vale Centre For Voluntary Services to offer 
befriending projects to reduce loneliness and 
isolation of older people in Cardiff and the Vale of 
Glamorgan.

and rescue vehicles, air 
cargo handling 
equipment, and 
passenger x-ray 
machines, all of which 
were vital to keeping 
the air bridge open. 

In addition to this 
task, they were 
responsible for 
equipment to enable the 
redeployment of 
personnel and 
equipment from Camp 
Bastion, as well as the 
support equipment for 
the helicopters of all 
three services. 

Their contribution 
enabled the success of 
missions including 
movement and support 
of troops on the ground, 
intelligence gathering 
and the highly 
important casualty 
evacuation role. 

Almost all the 
equipment used in 
Afghanistan over the 
past 13 years has had to 
be redeployed. Every 
item of equipment, 
including that used by 
the St Athan trained 
airmen, had to be 


accounted for. Toolkits, 
spare parts and larger 
items of equipment such 
as ground power sets 
and aircraft passenger 
access steps has to leave 
in the correct order, at 
the correct time and in 
the correct condition 
and this was a huge 
undertaking for the 
team.

Tories vow to stop 
Vale and Bridgend 
getting together 


THE Vale Council 
and Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
have announced that 
they are keen on 
merging, while 
Conservatives in the 
Vale have vowed to 
stop the plan. 

Since the Williams 
Commission produced 
its report for the Welsh 
Government (WG), 
saying that the number 
of local authorities in 
Wales should be cut 
from 22 to around 12, 
it has appeared likely 
that a merger would 
have to take place. 

There was pressure 
on the Vale Council to 
merge with Cardiff, 
and on BCBC to merge 
with Neath Port Talbot. 

Last week, the Vale 
Council Leader, Coun 
Neil Moore, emailed 
councillors saying: “In 
view of developments 
since the last meeting 
of full council on 
September 29, 2014, 
including the outcome 
of discussions with a 
variety of partners on 
the options available to 
the council, I now 
believe that the Vale 
Council should seek a 
voluntary early merger 
with BCBC”. 

The councils have 
until November 28 to 


tell the WG of their 
interest in a voluntary 
merger. 

BCBC is solidly 
Labour, while in the 
Vale, Labour is very 
much the senior partner 
in a coalition with the 
Llantwit Eirsts. 

The Conservatives, 
on the other hand, 
strongly opposed a 
merger with Cardiff - 
and they are equally 
unhappy with BCBC! 

The Leader of the 
Conservatives in the 
Vale Council, Coun 
John Thomas, said: 
“The Conservative 
group will vigorously 
oppose these plans. 
Councillors of all 
parties, including 
Labour, voted against a 
merger with Cardiff on 
the basis that the Vale 
has the potential to be a 
viable and successful 
authority. What has 
changed? 

“Earlier this year, 
Coun Moore described 
the Williams’ 
proposals as a 
‘slaughter of local 
government’ and I 
would urge him to put 


Vale residents above 
narrow party interest 
and abandon these 
discussions.” 

The Conservatives 
also attacked on 
another front, with a 
regional AM, Suzy 
Davies, putting in a 
Lreedom of 
Information request, 
asking what 
consultation measures 
had been taken by 
BCBC. 

One of the questions 
posed by a merger is 
how council tax would 
be collected. A Band D 
property, for instance, 
is more expensive in 
BCBC than in the Vale. 

Upon merger, it 
would seem that the 
only harmonisation 
solution would be for 
Vale residents to pay 
more, and BCBC 
residents to pay less! 

The number of 
councillors needed 
would be fewer, and it 
is likely that both the 
Vale and BCBC would 
lose between 12 and 14 
councillors.

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Prince Charles 
in plea to value

P RINCE CHARLES 
has warned that unless 
we all learn to value 
what the countryside 
provides, the familiar 
British landscape will be lost 
forever. 

In Country Life he has written: 
“The rich, natural tapestry that is 
the countryside we value so highly 
does not just happen by itself. But 
that delicately woven tapestry is 
facing unprecedented challenges. 

“Start pulling out the threads and 
the rest unravels very rapidly

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Moving occasion as the community 
pulls together for old soldier Harold 


A FUNERAL in St 
Athan last 

Thursday 
(November 13) 
proved to be a 
fitting end to a 
remarkable social 
media campaign to 
mark the life of an 
85-year-old local 
man. 

Following the death of 
former Welsh Guard 
Harold Morgan, who 
lived in a care home in 
Barry for 14 years, it had 
been feared that nobody 
would turn up after 
funeral directors and the 
church struggled to track 
down family and friends. 

However, thanks to an 
appeal launched on 
Facebook by the vicar 
who presided over his 
service, a contingent of 
Welsh Guards joined 
local veterans to give 
him a proper send-off. 

Local people and 
friends of Mr Morgan 
also came forward as a 
result of the appeal. 

The Revd Rachel 
Simpson said, “When we 
first had the details of the 
funeral come through we 
were given no next of kin 
details, which is very 
unusual, so I was worried 
at the service there would 
only be the solicitors and 
the nurses from the 
nursing home, and that’s 
not a very nice way to 


go.” 

But after the story was 
taken up across the 
country and Rachel was 
interviewed by television 
and radio, including 
Radio 4’s Today 
programme, more and 
more people came 
forward wanting to 
attend and in the end the 
church was packed. 

The Assistant Bishop 
of Llandaff, David 
Wilbourne said; “I am 
deeply grateful for the 
particular care that Revd 
Rachel Simpson took 
over the funeral of 
Harold Morgan. 

“It would have been 
tragic if this old soldier’s 
funeral had gone 
unnoticed, particularly in 
this week of poignant 
Remembrance. 

“A passage from 
Ecclesiasticus, often read 
at funerals, speaks of 
those who seem 
unremembered , 
disappearing as though 
they had not existed, as 
though they had never 
been. 

“The book was written 
22 centuries ago, so 
clearly no-shows at 
funerals were a feature 
then! I have taken 
funerals of very elderly 
people, attended by very 
few, simply because their 
relations and friends 
have died before them or 
moved far away.” 

A local man, William 


by PHILIP 
IRWIN 


Henderson, attended the 
funeral and said: “The 
Welsh Guards 

resplendent in their full 
dress uniforms and 
complete with their 
bandsmen, formed the 
guard of honour, with 
members of the RAF and 
students of a military 
college. 

“South Wales Police 
joined members of other 
civilian services to line 
the long approach from 
the road to the church 
and with The Royal 
British Legion standard 
bearers, the coffin was 
escorted into the church, 
with every seat and pew 
filled. 

“Little could Harold 
have imagined when he 
wrote his will out many 
years ago, stating he 
wanted his funeral to be 
in St Tathan Church, 
what a wonderful 
gathering would attend. 

“In the eulogy Rachel 
read a hand delivered 
letter that had come from 
Warwickshire, which 
read as follows: ‘NO 
Welsh Guardsman serves 
or dies alone. We are 
family’. 

“It was from Field 
Marshal Charles the Lord 
Guthrie; Major-General 


Christopher Brewery; Lt 
Col David Lewis; and all 
the family of the late 
Major William Mostyn 
Worrall MC. 

“It has to be said, 
however, that in this 
instance, as the members 
of the Welsh Guards 
readily admit, somehow 
Harold slipped through 
their net but we are fairly 
sure he would have felt 
his send off at St Tathan 
at least addressed that 
omission. 

“Did this funeral 
create much outside 
interest? The day after 
the funeral the Parish 
Office had an e-mail 
from CBS News in New 
York, asking how many 
people attended and how 
old was the Welsh 
Guardsman, so dear 
reader, your guess is as 
good as mine!” 

Present at the funeral 
was Vale MP Alun 
Cairns, who said: “The 
local community came 
out in what was a 
wonderful act of support 
for Mr Morgan at the 
funeral. The service was 
very well attended, and it 
was such a fitting event 
for the former Welsh 
Guardsman in a week 
where we remembered so 
many.” 

Through the Facebook 
appeal it emerged Mr 
Morgan, who had lived 
in Owain Court before 
moving to a care home in 


Barry, was a founding 
member of the Welsh 
Railways Research 
Circle. 

Rodney Hall, 

secretary of the Welsh 
Railways Research 
Circle, confirmed a 
number of the group’s 
members were at the 
funeral. 

He said: “A couple of 
our members continued 
to visit Mr Morgan when 
he went into the home. 
But it appears they did 
not get the message he 
had passed away”. 

Following Mr 

Morgan’s funeral in St 
Athan, he had a green 
interment at a burial field 
in Abermule, 

Montgomeryshire last 
Friday - at a site 
overlooking the 

Cambrian Railway. 

Mr Morgan, who had 
been a railway 
signalman, did his 
national service with the 
Welsh Guards and was 
posted to Egypt. 

Ken Ball, of Park 
Funeral Diectors, told 
The GEM that they had 
been delighted that, with 
the help of all the other 
parties, they had been 
able to fulfil Mr 
Morgan’s wishes. 

He said; “Harold had 
clearly planned his 
funeral in some detail, 
and we were glad to play 
a part in this fitting 
conclusion to his life.”

No excuse for Welsh NHS 
to ignore cancer drugs 
fund requests SAYS AM 


W HEN Welsh Health 
Minister Mark 
Drakeford rejected 
the 100,000 strong petition 
calling for a cancer drugs fund 
in a debate at the Senedd 
recently, he claimed that such 
a policy was not “popular with 
patients”. 

I challenge him to provide the 
evidence on which this extraordinary 
statement was based. 

Have we had petitions coming to 
the Assembly demanding that the 
Welsh Government does not set up a 
fund? Do you hear people at bus 
stops arguing that cancer victims 
should not have access to the same 
drugs that people in England get for 
free? 

Do people really think it’s right for 
cancer victims to spend their life 
savings just to stay alive? 

The answer to all these questions is 
a resounding ‘No’. And that’s not my 
view - it’s backed up not only by 
those people from across Wales who 
signed the petition, but also the many 
others who have supported the 
fundraising efforts of cancer sufferers 
like Beth Margetson of Porthcawl, 
who have had to pay for their own 
treatment. 

The truth is that Labour Ministers 
are totally out of touch with what 
people in Wales want. Their earlier 
funding cuts of £800m to the Welsh 
NHS are responsible for the chaos and 
havoc into which parts of the service 
are descending despite the hard work 
of doctors and nurses. 

And let’s be clear. It’s not that the 
government cannot afford a cancer 
drugs fund. They spent £8m last year 
refurbishing the offices of ministers - 
enough to finance such a fund for two 
.years. No» it’s being refused on - 


ideological grounds - because the 
fund in England was actually the idea 
of Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Is Labour in Wales so bigoted that 
they would condemn cancer sufferers 
to an early death just because they 
will not adopt what appears to be a 
good idea from a party they dislike? 
The answer would appear to be yes. 

I am sure cancer sufferers and their 
families do not give a stuff who first 
came up with this idea. The SNP-run 
government in Scotland has set up 
their own fund to pay for new 
medicines and in Northern Ireland, the 
government has decided in principle 
that such a fund would be a good idea 
and is now looking for ways to pay 
for it. 

It is only in Wales, run by an 
ideology-driven, old Labour 
government, that this fund has been 
rejected out of hand. 

I say to Labour - ditch the dogma 
because it is costing lives and start 
tackling the real concerns of people in 
Wales about the way their health 
services are being run.

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Cumberbatch cracks code and 
Turing in ‘The Imitation Game’ 


H aving 

established 
himself with 
well-received roles in 
the likes of Atonement 
and portraying 
Stephen Hawking in 
2004’s Hawking, 
Benedict 

Cumberbatch’s star 
has firmly moved into 
the ascendance, giving 
the second best 21st 
century iteration of 
Sherlock Holmes, and 
taking the step up 
into the big leagues in 
the likes of the The 
Hobbit trilogy and 
playing (spoiler alert) 
Khan in last year’s 
Star Trek: Into 
Darkness. 

Cumberbatch’s latest 
role sees him portray 
Alan Turing in The 
Imitation Game, the man 
who, along with a group 
of fellow intellectuals, 
was involved in cracking 
the Enigma code at 
Bletchley Park during 
World War Two. 

The film covers three 
periods of his life - his 
teenage years at 
boarding school, his 
work on the code- 
breaking machine and 
the aftermath of the war 
that saw him convicted 
for being a 
homosexual... 

About 10 minutes into 
The Imitation Game, you 
get a slight sense of deja 
vu; Benedict 
Cumberbatch is playing 


the smartest man in the 
room, a man whose 
social skills leave plenty 
to be desired and isn’t 
afraid of offending in 
order to get what he 
wants - so far, so 
Sherlock. However, 
come the closing credits, 
you find yourself as far 
removed from the great 
detective as you could 
be, the central 
performance by 
Cumberbatch layered 
and intriguing, cold yet 
human; it may very well 
be his best performance 
yet. 

The story of the 
Enigma code-breakers 
was last told on screen 
in 2001’s rather 
lamentable Enigma, a 
film that tried to make 
an action blockbuster out 
of the rural surroundings 
of Milton Keynes; The 
Imitation Game is a far 
different beast 
altogether, focused more 
on the character of Alan 
Turing than the code 
breaking that affirmed 
his genius. 

Directed by 
Headhunters' Morten 
Tyldum, and based on 
Andrew Hodges’ book 
(the script coming from 
Graham Moore), we 
meet Turing during the 
years that saw the ‘odd 
duck’, as he refers to 
himself, grow up under 
oppression from school 
bullies, to the zenith of 
breaking the Enigma 
code, and the decline of 
a man suffering from

oppression of a different, 
yet oddly similar, sort. 

With the plot 
zigzagging between the 
three sections of his life, 
Tyldum manages to 
maintain momentum 
through the story. If he 
is a little let down by 
some CGI warfare, what 
he does do well is bring 
the same cool, efficient 
approach that served him 
so well with 
Headhunters. 

The film may have a 
something of a Sunday 
night TV movie about it, 
but Tyldum’s direction 
means it fits the big 
screen wonderfully well. 

Moore’s script is 
zippy, the race-against- 
time of cracking the 
code central to the plot, 
with sharp and witty 
dialogue that gives the 
film a wit to go with its 
dramatic foundations. 

It grips from the off. 


particularly for those not 
so versed in either the 
life of Turing or the 
events at Bletchley Park, 
and Moore manages to 
strip back the story to its 
vital components, yet fill 
it with richly drawn 
characters and superb 
dialogue. His balancing 
act between the three 
story strands is 
impressive, as is his 
ability to allow the film 
to serve as both thriller 
and character study. 

It’s Cumberbatch’s 
performance that will 
draw the most plaudits, 
and while this isn’t a 
case of performance 
overshadowing the film, 
it says much that without 
his central turn you 
wouldn’t be quite so 
enveloped. 

Turing’s intelligence 
left him feeling distant 
from those around him 
and Cumberbatch 
manages not only to 
portray his great 
intelligence, but also 
hint at the hurt that is 
masked by his genius. 

Eor a man so 
enthralled by the concept 
of computers there is 
something of the 
automaton about 
Cumberbatch’s Turing, 
feeling and emotion 
masked by logic. 

As an actor who has 
nary put a foot wrong 
thus far in his high- 
profile outings, this 
easily marks 
Cumberbatch’s most 
impressive turn yet. 


Around him, Keira 
Knightley offers a 
pleasing support, and if 
her character doesn’t 
wholly convince, the 
performance makes up 
for it; while the likes of 
the underrated Matthew 
Goode, Charles Dance, 
Rory Kinnear and Mark 
Strong all bring a stiff 
upper lip. 

Come the saddening 
denouement, you’re left 
with a selective 
overview of a man’s life 
that some may feel 
doesn’t paint the 
complete picture; 
however, the narrative 
choices made by Moore 
and Tyldum pay 
dividends as The 
Imitation Game packs 
quite the punch. 

VERDICT: A superb 
look at a complicated, 
repressed genius. The 
Imitation Game is an 
engrossing film that 
soars, thanks to Benedict 
Cumberbatch’s 
outstanding lead 
performance. Graham 
Moore’s script is 
stripped back but rich 
with detail and Morten 
Tyldum’s direction 
impressive, but it’s 
Cumberbatch’s 
performance that rightly 
steals the show here. 
Highly recommended.

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Residents scoop eco awards 


NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 

Beware of the 
Drone-laying Queen! 



VALE residents have been recognised for the positive 
impact they have made on their communities by 
landlord, Wales & West Housing, at its annual 
Making a Difference Awards. 

Oak Court residents scooped the Eco Champion category and 
The Buzzy, Buzzy Bees Gardening Club in Hanover Court, Barry 
were finalists in the same category which was sponsored by 
Contour Showers. 


Oak Court gardening group consists of a few keen gardeners 
who have only been working together for a short time but 
already their efforts have made a huge difference to the grounds 
around their home. 

Also nominated for the Eco Champion Award by Sarah 
Willcox, the Buzzy, Buzzy Bees are a group of residents from 
Hanover Court retirement scheme in Barry, who have formed a 
group to grow fruit and vegetables at the scheme to improve 
their lifestyle through healthy eating. 



AUTUMN is here 
for sure, the varied 
conditions are 
bringing about a 
slow-down within 
the colonies, but 
the bees are still 
getting out and 
about foraging. 

The Queens are still 
laying, which means 
new bees hatching out 
and the dynamics of the 
hives are still changing. 
Although I have carried 
out Varroa mite control, 
this continued Queen 
laying can only lead to 
more mites developing 
and I will have to look 
to revising my 
treatment schedule. 

Honey supers 
(boxes) that were taken 
off and their contents, 
spun out, were put back 
onto the hives so that 
the bees could clean 
them up. I would then 
remove them and put 
them into storage ready 
for use next year. The 
bees obligingly cleaned 
them but have 
proceeded to fill them 
with nectar and pollen 
due to this somewhat 
unseasonable weather 
pattern that we are in 
the grip of. 

What shall I do? 
Well, normal procedure 
is to remove the Queen 
excluders, this has been 


done; each colony 
would be left with one 
deep box (brood box) 
and one shallow box 
(honey super) 
containing stores 
(sealed over honey and 
pollen). This set-up 
would be sufficient to 
carry them through the 
winter months. 

However, I now have 
several colonies that 
have two supers and 
some with tlnee supers 
on them. Not all of the 
frames within these 
supers are quite full 
yet, but if the mild 
conditions continue and 
the bees remain active 
who know. 

I could well be 
taking honey off come 
Christmas. An unlikely 
scenario, I admit, but 
certainly not 
impossible. 

The activity of the 
bees and the weather 
conditions will, of 
course, be the deciding 
factors. It has to be 
recognised that this 
year for the beekeeper 
has certainly been 
different. 

Swarms have 
certainly been a feature 
this year. This has seen 
the production of new 
Queens. These Queens 
must be mated if they 
are to fulfil their role as 
providers of the next 
generation of bees - 


many reports are 
suggesting otherwise. 

For whatever reason, 
many Queens have 
failed to be mated and 
this then leaves a 
colony with a Drone¬ 
laying Queen and this 
spells doom for such a 
colony. 

Workers (females) 
are a must if a colony is 
to survive. It is the 
ladies who do all of the 
work in a hive. Drones 
are there to mate with 
Queens and that is their 
only function. 

At this time of the 
year, the only thing 
going to plan is the 
removal of all Drones; 
the ladies are removing 
them from the hive, 
they are dragged out 
and not allowed to 
return inside and, as a 
consequence, they die 
of starvation or 
eventually the cold. 

There should be no 
swarms in the winter, 
but will we get a 
winter? Will the ladies 
let a few Drones 
survive? 

I am listening to the 
weather reports 
diligently. The bees, of 
course, will be the 
better indicators and 
they (as always) will 
know just how to go 
about things.

PLAID CYMRU 

councillors have repeated 
concerns over proposals to 
switch off 70 per cent of 
Vale of Glamorgan street 
lights at midnight from 
next April. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Shirley 
Hodges, leader of Plaid on Barry 
Town Council, warned that 
women would feel less safe late at 
night and that there could be an 
increase in crime if more than 


two-thirds of lights are switched 
off. 

The warnings come as figures 
showed that Wales had suffered an 
increase in crime during the past 
year. 

Coun Hodges asked whether 
additional police resources would 
be made available late at night to 
protect the public and deal with 
any problems. 

Coun Hodges said: “The 
proposed street light switch-off 
will concern many people who 
have to be out late at night or early 


in the morning, for whatever 
reason. 

“This will include those who 
work shifts or have to be in work 
at all hours, such as hospital staff. 

“Although the switch-off will 
start in the spring and summer 
when it is light quite early, many 
people will find themselves going 
to work in absolute dark during 
the winter. 

“Women, in particular, will feel 
less safe and more threatened by a 
street light switch-off.”

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Was Ruth Ellis victim 
of establishment plot? 


ON Tuesday, 

November 11, retired 
Police Inspector 
George Brady spoke 
to the club members, 
his subject being 
^Ruth Ellis, the 
untold story - victim 
or villainV 

After retirement, 
George became a private 
investigator and carried 
out several commissions 
on behalf of Cardiff 
solicitor Bernard de 
Maid. 

The Criminal Review 
Commission permitted 
the retrospective study of 
cases where there was a 
possibility of a 
miscarriage of justice, 
and Bernard de Maid 
asked George to look into 
the whole situation. 

Ruth was bom in Rhyl 
in 1926, to a Belgian 
mother and an English 
father, and had a sister 
who is still alive. 

At the age of only 16, 
she gave birth to a son, 
the father being a 
Canadian soldier who 
deserted her. 

She later fell in with 
Maurice Connelly, who 
owned a series of illicit 
drinking clubs in the 
West End of London. 

Her job was to entice 
men into the club and 
then encourage them to 
buy drinks. She also 
earned extra money by 
glamour and fashion 
modelling. 

At the age of 23, Ruth 
married George Ellis, a 
41-year-old alcoholic

lasted only two years. In 
1952, she starred in a 
film Lady Godiva Rides 
Again, with Joan Collins 
and Diana Dors. 

At the Carrol Club in 
London, she met and fell 
in love with David 
Blakely, an amateur 
racing driver, public 
schoolboy and wastrel, 
the son of a Yorkshire GP 
who had been acquitted 
of murdering his wife 
with a toxic substance. 

She supported him and 
his mechanic with her 
earnings as a hostess and 
model. 

In April 1955, he went 
to Le Mans to race, but 
on his return failed to 
contact her. 

She had suffered a 
miscarriage two weeks 
earlier after he had 
punched her in the 
stomach, and she had 
been drinking heavily 
while he was away. 

She found him in The 
Magdala public house 
and when he came out to 
talk to her, she shot him 
several times with a .38 
Smith & Wesson pistol 
that a man had given her 
that day. 

An off-duty policeman 
came out of the pub and 
arrested her. She was 
questioned by the police, 
without a solicitor being 
present, and admitted the 
killing. The wall of the 
pub still has two bullet 
marks. 

At the Old Bailey on 
June 20, she was 
sentenced to death. 


having had little said in 
her defence by the 
defending counsel, who 
made no attempt to plead 
provocation, or post- 
traumatic stress - moves 
that in current times, 
would have probably led 
to a prison sentence, but 
not death. 

Judge Cecil Havers 
wrote to the Attorney 
General asking for 
clemency, but this was 
refused. Ruth was 
hanged on July 13, 1955, 
the 17th woman to be 
hanged that century, but 
also the last. 

The continuing 

controversy surrounding 
her death is due to the 
fact that the police made 
no attempt to look into 
the background of the 
murder, and that she did 
not have a fair and 
detailed trial. 

She was alleged to 
have chased Blakely 
around his car firing until 
the gun was empty, but 
she was very slight and 


the gun used is very 
heavy and would have 
needed a strong man to 
hold it with both hands. 

She was driven to the 
pub by the man who 
supplied the gun, 
possibly to deliberately 
cause her to commit a 
crime which would lead 
to her death. Was it an 
establishment plot to 
prevent her from 
disclosing the names of 
prominent persons who 
made use of her services 
as a call-girl? 

After the trial, all the 
relevant court papers 
were removed by court 
order that they should not 
be released to public 
view until 50 years had 
passed, but this order has 
now been increased by a 
further 30 years, which 
adds to the theoty that 
there is something to 
hide.

During this 
spell, Leeds sent a DVD of 
all his games to Brisbane 
Broncos, who within a week 
paid his air fare and 
provided an apartment for 
him. 

He was signed up for a 
Broncos’ feeder club 
Ipswich Jets, on a two-year 
contract, and last month was 
selected to play in the 
European championships for 
Wales.

BRYN HAFREN school recently hosted 
their annual Welsh Baccalaureate fayre, 
run by year-10 pupils. 

Mrs Farbrace Head of Careers, who oversees the 
Welsh Baccalaureate said: “This qualification is very 
important for the future of the pupils in year-10 
whatever pathway they choose to follow. It takes 
place during years-10 and 11, during this time the 
girls take part in different modules that will use all of 
their skills to finally conclude with an intermediate 
diploma.” 

The fayre shows pupils the skills needed in team 
work, the processes of planning, developing and 
actually applying those ideas to their own stall. 

Pupils were in groups of 4 - 6 and had to host a 
stall in the gym to make money. The two chosen 
charities this year are Help for Heroes and the 
Alzheimer’s Society. The groups had varied ideas of 
what to sell, stalls consisted of drinks, waffles, 
bracelets, necklaces, friendship photos, hair styling, 
hot dogs and much more! One group chose to make 
their own bath bombs because, “there were not any 
other groups making them, so it was an original idea 
that would interest many girls in the school.” 

The girls were right, they sold out of all their 
homemade bath bombs and lip balms. 

Each group was given £10 to buy the materials 
needed for their stall. Some forms chose to do 
additional fundraising, for example lOMS hosted a 
toast break. 

Harriet McCarthy who made the bath bombs, told 
us: “We thought this idea would be a good seller as 
Christmas is not far away and bath bombs make 
great presents.” 

The form teachers and head of year helped the 
girls prepare for the fayre as well by advising them 
on different ideas, helping them paint large signs for 
their stalls and even doing their shopping. 

Miss Williams said: “I helped the girls in my form 
by doing the shopping for them.” 

When deciding on this year’s charities, staff and 
pupils chose two that are close to their hearts, Mrs 
Farbrace said: “There are many teenagers and adults 
in families fighting for our country and that is 
something that we should all be aware of, also there 
are many girls that have family members suffering 
with Alzheimer’s disease, so it is another important 
charity.” 

Head of year-10, Miss Phillips said she was 
extremely proud of the effort put in by all of the girls, 
especially as they raised £2,000 from just a few 
hours selling - nearly £400 more than last year’s 
fayre!

WALES’ most prestigious horse race, The 
Coral Welsh Grand National, will be held 
at Chepstow Racecourse on December 27. 

Little did I think when I saw Evan Williams's late 
father, Llancarfan farmer Rhys Williams, win the 
the adjacent hunts’ race at the Tredegar Farmers' 
Hunt Point-To-Point Steeplechases at Lower 
Machen, a delightful liitle racecourse which was 
being used for the first time back in 1964, on a horse 
called Norther that I was witnessing the following 
year's winner of Wales' showpiece race - and, as it 
happens, no other horse actually trained in Wales 
has been successful since. 

In my book. The Welsh Grand National - From 
Deerstalker to Supreme Glory , I tell how this 
famous win came about. 

One horse who made a big impression in Welsh 
point-to-points during the 1964 season was 
Glanville Jones’ Norther who had been qualified 
with the Pentych Hunt. On two occasions Norther, 
who loved munching those mints with a hole in the 
middle, had beaten Snowdra Queen the mare bought 
out of Wales by Mrs Jackie Brutton and who was to 
win, among other races, the United Hunts Challenge 
Cup at Cheltenham. 

Led over the last by Quintina, who was trying to 
land a notable double for trainer Fred Winter who 
had saddled Jay Trump to win the Aintree National, 
Norther stayed on gallantly to beat Fred Winter's 
charge by a length with Dark Venetian pipping 
Limonali for third place. 

Norther was Terry Biddlecombe's 99th winner of 
the season; Norther, who was landing his fifth win

of the season, was trained by Denzil Jenkins of 
Cowbridge in the Vale. 

During the Second World War,Sqdn Ldr Jenkins 
,DFC, had commanded a squadron of fighter pilots 
and had 192 flying operations to his credit. He 
declared: “He was well bred enough to win anything 
being by Precipitation and Terry was very confident 
today.” 

Mr Jones though was surprised as he thought the 
horse had been given too much weight. Norther was 
to have been ridden by Ken White but he had been 
claimed to ride Pallas Main which finished fifth. 

Sadly, the Grand National third, Mr Jones, had a 
fatal fall at the water jump and his rider Chris 
Collins was not only badly shaken but had a nasty 
leg gash. Terry Biddlecombe's brother, Tony, also 
had good reason to remember this particular 
Chepstow meeting. He rode a hat-trick! 

The following year. Norther finished seventh in 
the Aintree National and was second in the Scottish 
National. A fine jumper he was to return to point-to- 
pointing and had only one fall since 1966 when at 
the age of 15 he came down at the first fence at the 
South Pembrokeshire. He sadly somehow broke his 
jaw when grazing in his field and had to be put 
down. 

Another Welsh point-to-pointer to win the Welsh 
Grand National was Gordon Llewellin's Dudley Cup 
winner Clover Bud which was successful in 1960 
when ridden by David Nicholson. 

As tough as old boots. Clover Bud initiated her 
stud career with two sets of dead twins, but was to 
prove most successful at stud in later years. Clover 
Bud died at the ripe old age of 27 and produced 
Captain Clover and champion point-to-pointer 
National Clover who was the dam of that good 
Cheltenham horse Go Ballistic. Another horse 
trained in the Vale to win the Welsh Grand National 
was Posy Lewis' Limonali, who was successful in 
1959 and 1961 - more about this little horse later.

Impressive draw 
in Belgium may 
be the catalyst for 
Euro qualification 


W HEN an under¬ 
strength Wales side 
picked up a point in 
the final game of the 2014 
World Cup qualifiers in 
October last year, against a 
Belgium side already 
heading for Brazil, it was an 
impressive result, albeit in a 
game that was a dead 
rubber, with the Belgians on 
their way to the World Cup 
and Wales heading for the 
ignominy of finishing second 
from bottom in the group. 

Fast forward 13 months, and the 
two teams met again - but this time 
in vastly different circumstances. 
The Belgians, having taken four 
points from their opening two 
games, were looking for a victory 
that would push them further up 
Group B in the battle to qualify for 
Euro 2016, while Wales were 
looking to consolidate, two wins 
and a draw from their opening three 
games seeing them top the pile. 

Over the ensuing 90 minutes, 
Wales battled hard, the first half 
dominance of the Belgians giving 
way to a slightly more even second 
half with Belgium having more 
control of the game. 

When the final whistle went, the 
scoreline was different from last 
time, 0-0 rather than 1-1, but the 


result the same, a draw that, at least 
for a few hours, kept the Welsh top 
of Group B before Israel’s 3-0 win 
over Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

So what to read into this result 
for a Welsh team, dare I say it, 
starting to live up to their potential? 
Well it was their most impressive 
performance yet in the group, one 
that showed that they could contain 
a Belgium side ranked fourth in the 
world while looking capable of 
grabbing something on the break, 
the pace of Gareth Bale always a 
threat against a defence that, sans 
Vincent Kompany, didn’t look the 
most secure. 

It was also another vindication of 
Chris Coleman who, having taken 
his time to win over hearts and 
minds, has started to show some 
tactical nous and belief in his squad 
to get results.

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After the poor showing against Fiji, 
it’s back to the tried and trusted... 

"All Blacks come 
fully loaded’ 
Gatland warns 
his Welsh troops

O NCE UPON A TIME, 
Fijians were rather 
patronisingly applauded 
by rugby’s global elite for a 
care-free, uninhibited 
approach that made the 
Islanders formidable Sevens 
exponents, but which, it was 
said, could never transfer to 
the more serious demands of 
the 15-man game. 

Now all that is slowly changing in 
a professional era that sees more and 
more South Sea Islanders join the 
ranks of top class clubs around the 
world — as was shown in the Fijian 
line-up against Wales at the 
Millennium Stadium on Saturday - 
with illustrious names like Stade 
Francais, Wellington, Crusaders, 
Leicester Tigers and Ospreys, 
liberally scattered through the squad 
listed in the match day programme. 

That fact alone should have been 
warning enough to the Welsh squad 
that they were not to be taken 
lightly. 

Even so, despite sweeping changes 
to the team that narrowly lost (28- 
33) to Australia the week before, a 
decisive home result was to be 
expected in a must-win game against 
next year’s Rugby World Cup 
opponents, in order to maintain vital 
momentum for the two much bigger 
autumn tests to follow. 

Yes, there had been some close 
outcomes in the previous nine 
clashes (seven of which Wales had 
won) and no-one will ever forget 
that Fiji had defeated Wales 38-34 in 
the 2007 World Cup - but the Welsh 
camp expected to comfortably see 
off the hastily-assembled Islanders’ 
spirited but limited challenge, and 
clear the decks for the real action 
against world champions New 
Zealand. 

Instead, the script went badly 
wrong, derailing the impetus gained 
from the previous week’s combative 
performance against the Wallabies 
and setting off alarm bells - as an 
inept display against a team reduced 
to 14 men saw Wales counting 
themselves extremely lucky to 
squeak home by a four-point margin 
(17-13) at the end. 

It began with a Welsh fumble from 
the kick-off, which was fortunately 
rescued and then George North 
raised the hopes of 61,000-plus 


supporters by opening the scoring 
with a very well-executed try, which 
recalled outside half Rhys Priestland 
was unable to convert. 

Fellow wing Alex Cuthbert 
followed suit with a second 
unconverted try in the corner, but 
Fiji’s giant centre Neman! Nadolo 
(who was to accumulate all of his 
side’s points), reduced the deficit to 
four with two penalties in quick 
succession, and failed with a third 
attempt, as all too familiar basic 
Welsh errors mounted, bringing 
groans around the ground. 

Then, with half time approaching, 
the Welsh eight redoubled their 
efforts and were rewarded with a 
penalty try. Priestland slotted over 
the simple conversion, to make the 
score 17-6 at the interval, after 
battling Fiji were awarded yet 
another penalty, which fortunately 
for Wales, was unsuccessful. 

If the drab first half spectacle was 
disappointing, the second half 
reached an even lower ebb, so much 
so that many among the massed 
ranks of spectators lost interest and 
decided to entertain themselves, with 
a series of Mexican waves cascading 
around the stadium. 

Meanwhile, Welsh frustration with 
Fijian spoiling tactics was mollified 
when a second yellow card reduced 
the visitors to 14 men for the 
remaining half hour. 

However, this did little to improve 
Welsh fortunes, not helped by some 
bizarre decisions by the match 
officials, when Wales had two 
seemingly legitimate tries 
disallowed - one set up by the 
deserved man-of-the-match, Liam 
Williams. 

Welsh woes were worsened when 
once again, just as in the match 
against Australia, and with just 
minutes left on the clock, a carelessly 
misjudged pass in attack was 
intercepted. This time, it was the 
bulky Neman! Nadolo who was 
gifted an unchallenged opportunity 
to race almost the length of the field 
for a try which he converted himself, 
to make it 17-13. 

Fiji were still threatening as the 
final whistle sounded and Priestland 
thankfully brought what had 
become a sorry saga to an end by 
kicking the ball out of play. 

The grim expressions on the faces 
of the Welsh coaches at the post¬ 
match press conference told it all. 


with head coach Warren Gatland 
saying tersely: “/ am embarrassed by 
the display. We let the supporters 
down. It was a game we should have 
won...The strongest teams put these 
sides away..f'* 

He pointed to the high number of 
turnovers conceded and admitted to 
being "‘frustrated'’ by some of the 
officials’ decisions which didn’t help 
the flow of a game that had turned 
into a "‘"‘dogfight’. 

There is no doubt that Wales will 
need to step up more than a couple 
of gears if they are to have any hope 
at all of matching, let alone 
defeating, the all-conquering All 
Blacks - who rested most of their 
first choice players in the 24-16 win 
over Scotland at Edinburgh, in 
readiness for Cardiff. 

As Gatland warned: ""They 
will be ^^coming to the Millennium 
Stadium fully loaded on Saturday.'” 

Not surprising then, after last 
week’s dire display, that he has 
largely reverted to a tried and 
trusted line-up for this ultimate 
autumn challenge - even risking 
newly-recovered centre Jonathan 
Davies and Leigh Halfpenny (who 
replaces the unlucky Liam Williams 
at full back). 

Its good to see the hugely-gifted, 
but sadly under-used James Hook, 
back on the replacements bench and 
this time he will be hoping he actually 
gets a proper chance to play!
